LABOR AND MANAGEMENT TRY FOR PEAC 


Last week, inan atmosphere of remarkable amia- 
bility, Big Steel and the big C.1.0. Steelworkers 
—who were fighting it out on the picket line a 
year ago—quietly worked out an agreement which 
probably means that there will be no strike and 
no bitterness in the steel industry this year. Al- 
though the Steelworkers’ present contract expires 
Feb. 15, both sides agreed to extend it until the 
end of April while a new contract is being drawn 
up. 

The extension—which was soon followed by a 
similar agreement between Chrysler and the Auto 


Workers—was eloquent proof that this time neith- 
er side is spoiling for a fight, that both want to 
get together without any break in the steady flow 
of production or pay envelopes. Philip Murray said 
genially, “We believe that real collective bargain- 
ing requires complete discussion of all points. 
We likewise understand some of the problems 
confronting management, such as their uncertain- 
ty as to their liability in portal-to-portal suits. 
Big Steel’s President Benjamin Fairless said the 
truce was arranged “because of the desire on the 
part of both parties to make a contribution to the 


national welfare.": These attitudes may well become 
the pattern along the U.S. labor front in 1947. 
Even the stubborn Allis-Chalmers strike in Wis- 
consin, one of the longest of the year (see pp. 22- 
23), is finally yielding to a sober realization of 
the costs involved to management, union and pub- 
lic. 

To a remarkable degree both labor and manage- 
ment have been making conciliatory gestures; for 
varying reasons both sides seem convinced (see 
p- 24) that avoiding a repetition of 1946's strike 
wave is simply a matter of good common sense.

PEACE OF MIND 


MANY PALLIATIVES ARE OFFERED FOR PERSONAL UNHAPPINESS, BUT THERE 1S ONLY ONE CURE 


Judging from the way Joshua L. Liebman’s 
book, Peace of Mind, has continued in the ranks 
of the best-sellers, this must be quite a troubled 
land. Why? We won the war, the boys are most- 
ly home, nearly everybody has a job. There's 
gas in the car, butter on the table and even gum 
in the slot machines once in a while. Yet at one 
end of the scale citizens are moaning the blues, 
while at the other they are reclining on the psy- 
choanalyst’s couch recounting their lives and 
their loves. In between these extremes a great 
many are buying Rabbi Liebman’s book and try- 
ing to get for $2.50 what they haven’t got. In 
view of our general blessings one might con- 
clude—the thought must even occasionally sug- 
gest itself to a bored analyst—that what this 
country really needs is a good kick in the pants. 


“...A Little Cracked” 


But physical shock is not’ always efficacious 
treatment for a neurosis. A measure of under- 
standingand good-humored tolerance frequently 
helps more. Emerson, in a rather surprising lim- 
itation of deity, remarked that everything God 
made had a crack in it. One of the jobs of those 
who work with the unhappy is to make clear 
that no matter how complex an individual's 
problem may be, it is also experienced by many 
others, And in the company that misery loves 
there is at least passing comfort in being part of 
a pattern in which everybody is more or less 
disappointed in love, sinful, unsuccessful—and 
a little cracked. 

That is consoling but not inspiring. A merit 
of books such as Liebman’s is to suggest that 
man is not at the sharp mercy of b mplexes: 
and shortcomings but has recourse to himself 
and to a power outside himself. In learning to 
rely upon God, many men have been able to find 
answers to their problems. There are those lack- 
ing in the usual equipment of glamour who yet 
find romance; others prosper in the midst of 
business doldrums, and a few fortunate ones 

i c of mind. Psychotherapy may un- 
cover errors, may make it possible to be at peace 
with something less than perfection, but only 
religion tells man to act in the image and like- 
ness of God. 

‘There may have been times when it was more 
pleasant than now to live on earth: in Greece 
during the golden age, if you were not a slave; 
in Rome, if you were a patrician; perhaps in 
Elizabethan England, if you were a merchant 
adventurer. But never in history has there been 
a society so favorable for the free cultural and 
economic rise of the individual as today in the 
USS. We enjoy the culmination of five centuries 
of wresting free of social, religious and econom- 
ic limitations. It is a process that began with 
that fresh inquiry into the nature of God which 
marked the end of the Dark Ages. It has brought 
such political blessings as the group of freedoms 
we bundle under the convenient name, democ- 
racy. And it has resulted in a society designed 
to furnish the most vivid reasons for living in 
the present rather than in the past or future. 

Just as democracy requires constant defense, 
on battlefield and off, so our economic system 
needs not only defense but perspective. In a 
sense we have duplicated the sins of the ancient 
Israelites and have made a golden calf which we 
worship. As one social psychologist putsit, “The 
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The modern American is more keen to bring 
home the bacon in a Cadillac than he is to un- 
derstand, much less improve, the odd sort of 
carrot-and-stick society in which we live. For 
this American, like the jackass, must be beaten 


with a stick or lured with a carrot if he is to 
move forward. We live at a time when special 
exertion and maybe a little scheming can some- 
times extract a number of material things from 
our economy. But if it is peace of mind we want, 
it will not be found along that route.

treadmill. Ecclesiastes, who accumulated much 
and denied himself nothing, felt that way long 
ago.

zens are neurotic, the y 
timates. The discoveries of psychosomatic med- 
icine make you wonder where the diseases of the 
mind leave off and those of the body begin, so 
many illnesses are now seen to have origin in 
mental tensions. Dr. Walter Alvarez of the Mayo 
Clinic calls the stomach ulcer the “wound-stripe 
of civilization,” What a civilization! 


Of Heaven and Hell 


And there is no escape in merely withdrawing 
from the battle. In Dante's Inferno the escapists 
are pointed out as those who lived w out 
praise or blame *butwere for themselves only.” 
They were rejected of Heaven and refused of 
Hell. There was scant place for them in the In- 
ferno; there is scant place, outside of institu- 
tions, for escapists today. It is a prerequisite to 
be part of the hubbub. 

That is quite an order for a generation which 
has been larruped by a depression and war and 
which is jittery about the Lord knows what to 
come. Moreover, in the midst of the confusing 
currents that churn around our way of life, we 
are, unless alert, liable to feel afraid. That is the 
danger. For fear has some well-observed effects 
on men, no less than on the long-eared ani- 
mals. It can cause all the tensions that make us 
unhappy. 

For these anxieties no dearth of remedies are 
offered, some good, some only so-so and a few 
quite bad. Some psychoanalysts stress ridding 
ourselves of childish repressions. Some people 
believe we could eliminate great fears if we had 
socialized medicine. The communists would 
level wealth. The semanticists say we use words 
wrongand thatis one reason we are maladjusted. 
Lewis Mumford, Frank Lloyd Wright and others 
believe city life is a root of evil. And from read- 
ing the ads you might assume that success, ro- 
mance and, incidentally, peace of mind were 
matters of smoking cured honey butter, brush- 
ing your teeth with Wearyum or drinking Old 
Hangover. 

At best these are palliatives, not cures. How 
will you attack the basic fear, the insecurity and 
the forlornness of modern life? On this Lieb- 
man is very good: “. . . we must master fear 
through faith—faith in the worthwhileness of 


life, and the trustworthiness of God; faith in the 
meaning of our pain and striving, the confidence 
that God will not cast us aside but will use each 
one of us as a piece of priceless mosaic in the 
design of His universe.” 

There is much wisdom in that, It calls for a 
demonstrable faith in the living and powerful 
God who carried the children of Israel through 
the sea of doubt and fear, who made David vie- 
tor over Goliath and preserved Daniel among 
the lions. And faith that God will use each as a 
“piece of priceless mosaic” suggests love, the 
central contribution of Christ's teachings. Love 
is a quality of action. It must be predicated 
upon faith and its true application automati- 
cally will take care of everything else, for when 
you apply something and see it work you will 

ave faith in it. How many job anxieties would 
be relieved if each worker were regarded by his 
employer asa “piece of priceless mosaic.” What 
irritations and injustices would diminish if 
workers and employers were united in cooper- 
atively fitting together the pieces in “the design 
of His universe.” 


Of Spirit 


Faith is not bought in the market place. You 
do not hold it in your hand to get the feel of it 
or hold it to your ear to hear it tick. Nor is it so, 
with love. Yet we know of faith and of love 
through our reason. God might have reached 
man through his senses but instead appeals to 
his reasoning powers. When skeptics have que 
tioned the power of God and have said that the 
gospels of feria veroaseal figments of imagi- 
nation, wise men have replied that the truth of 
the teachings is provable in any age, and that if 
they were indeed “imaginings,” the inventor 
would be a “more astonishing character than 
the hero.” 

A nation so rich in blessings yet gripped with 
a psychic unhappiness could do no better than 
consider for a moment the qualities of that 
er of “every good... and perfect gift,” and 
ith faith seek there for what it wants. For ob- 
viously peace of mind is of the spirit, not matter.

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Just to ask the question posed in the headline above 
may seem to many people an impertinence. Of the su- 
preme masterpieces artists have created since the time 
of the ancient Greeks, there are hundreds which could 
lay some claim to the title of “greatest”’—certain plays 
by Shakespeare and the Greek dramatists, Michelan- 
gelo’s frescoes, certain monuments of Greek and Gothic 
architecture, Dante’s Divine Comedy, Goethe's Faust, 
certain late quartets of Beethoven. 

‘The question, of course, can never finally be an- 
swered. But high on any list which might contain an 
answer would stand the opera that Wolfgang Amadeus 
Mozart wrote in 1787 and that is still played today 
in every major opera house in the world. That Don 
Giovanni is the greatest opera ever written there has 
never been any question, But it is more than an opera 
in the ordinary sense. For more than a century com- 
mentators have been probing its intellectual ramific 
tions. The famous Danish Ruiloeopher Séren Kierke- 
gaard, who acclaimed it as the “greatest of all classical 
works of art,” devoted nearly half of one of his most fa- 
mous treatises to a psychological analysis of it. On one 
point all of its commentators are agreed: it is a unique 
work of genius in which the combined powers of music 
and drama are used to depict the most fundamental and 
subtle relationships of life, religion and morals. The 
paintings on the following pages, done especially for 
Lire by Frede Vidar, depict the main incidents of its plot. 


Superficially the story of Don Giovanm, or Don Juan, 
is that of a dissolute Spanish nobleman whose insatiable 


pursuit of women leads him through a life of crime, for 
which he ultimately pays with a supernatural death at 
the ghostly hands of a man he has murdered. The legend, 
an old one dating from the folk literature of the early 
Renaissance, has been made the subject of repeated 
dramatic and poetic interpretations by a long list of lit- 
erary figures including Tirso de Molina, Carlo Goldoni, 
Moliére, Balzac, Rostand, Pushkin, Byron and George 
Bernard Shaw. None of these, however, has approached 
the scope and profundity of the Mozart version. 

What makes Mozart’s drama of lechery, crime and 
punishment a towering artistic achievement is its psy- 
chological subtlety anf philosophical wisdom. Its real 
subject is the interplay of two great forces that between 
them have provided the inspiration for most of the 
world’s great art: sex and religion. Don Giovanni is the 
embodiment of sex, a man driven by uncontrollable de- 
sire who sets himself above the laws of God and society. 
The society against which he pits himself is represented 
by a group of more conventional beings, three of them 
women who have been his victims: Donna Anna, Don- 
na Elvira and Zerlina. Each is a distinct type of woman, 
and their collective emotions constitute an almost en- 
eyclopedic survey of feminine love. Donna Anna, whose 
father Don Giovanni has killed in a duel, is a subtlestudy 
in the intermingling of love and hatred that lies behind

VISITORS RIDE OUT IN BUSES TO INSPECT NEW PLANT 


POSTWAR FACTORY 


The first new plant in Illinois 
is model for civilian production 


Only 17 months ago all the war plants in the state 
of Illinois were shutting down their military pro- 
duction and few of them had foreseeable peacetime 
use. To convert the state to a civilian economy, the 
Ilinois Planning Commission laid out a program to 
help the state’s manufacturers switch over speed- 
ily to postwar production. Last month the people of 
Kankakee, Ill. turned out to have a look at a result 
of the Planning Commission's program: the first 
brand-new postwar plant in the state and the most 
efficient factory of its kind in the world. 

‘The new plant, built at a cost of $5,000,000 by the 
A. 0, Smith Corp., makes hot-water heaters more 
efficiently than they have ever been made before. 
Electrically run, designed with every labor-saving 
convenience, the factory uses a huge, overhead con 
veyor belt to feed tank parts from every section 
of the eight-acre building to final assembly lines. It 
turns out 180 new heaters every hour. 

For the people of Kankakee the plant means a 
weekly payroll of $63,000. For the consumer it 
means more and better h ’s at cheaper prices, 
For U.S. industry it serves as a model of efficiency 
to follow in the conversion to postwar economy.

1946 issue of Fortune. Into this machine all the parts and subassem- 
lies for a telephone headset are fed on conyeyor belts through a se- 
ries of jigs and hand-arm levers where the parts are wired, bolted and 
serewed to make a finished product. At a control panel engineers 
watch the record of the, fabrication and regulate the assembly by a 
master switch.

BENNY’S SHOW: 


Critic after calm appraisal 
rates it as entertainment 


V learning that some 30,000,000 U.S, citizens have been 
listening to Jack Benny with more or less enthusiasm for the 
it occurred to me to investigate this matter from 
iewpoint. Consequently a few days ago I searched out 
a friend who owns a radio, poured out a long drink and settled 
down to work. For the benefit of the 110,000,000 people who do 
not listen to Benny, I am now able to give, as the foreign cor- 
respondents say, a scoop as to what the fuss is all about. 

Like most other radio shows, the Benny one contains a sup- 
porting cast, a band, guest stars, a commercial sponsor and a 
studio audience. The latter, judging by the noise it makes, must 
include a major fraction of the star’s 30,000,000 devotees. Oth- 
erwise it differs little from other such claques. The distinguish- 
ing feature of the show is, of course, Benny himself. The best 
in wh to see how th median endears himself to his 
large publ to examine some of his material in detail. 


On the evening in question Benny started by exchanging 
some insults with his bandleader, an amiable soul named Phil 
Harris, Using standard technique, the two performers pretended 
stead of being on the air, they were merely preparing for 
Benny then began to d fault with the members of 
using them of incompetence, faulty hygieneand 
ses. Harris defen them, remarking that one of the 
ians used to play “first washboard with Spike Jones.”

Benny, I hear, often tries oles the fiddle, Other favorite trade- 
marks in his program are, it is |, his vain hope that he will re- 
ceive an award at the annual Motion Picture Academy dinner and 
his feud with another radio comedian, Fred Allen. On the evening 
in question there was no mention of the dinner and no fiddle. The 
feud cropped up briefly in a later part of the program when Jack 
after aseries of improbable developments, got himself sen- 
to electrocution and engaged in the following dialog with 
the executioner: “What time do I go to the chair? “Five-thirty.” 
hen I won't have to listen to Fred Allen.” 


‘The Benny program is full of the oldest possible sort of jokes, 
situations and stock comic characters. It is based moreover on 
an ancient comic method, that of the insult, with the hero as 
chief insultee (of. Aristophanes). However everybody knows 
this, and when discussing anything as popular as the Jack Benny 
program, the respectable contemporary critic is supposed to dig 
a lot deeper. He must show either that the thing has profound 
social and political significance or else that it is no good at all. 

It may be then that Benny is the embodiment of the Little 
Man, standing up bravely under the bludgeonings of the eco- 
nomic system and symbolizing the efforts of the Lower Classes to 
break the chains of oppression by their Feudal Overlords. Or it 
may be that he simply is not funny. For my part, however, at the 
risk of losing a brand-new franchise in the critical fraternity, L 
must confess to finding small evidence to support either view. I 
reached the conclusions that Benny symbolized nothing, that the 
whole affair was distinctly entertaining and that the 30,000,000 
people who listen to the program may be excused from censure.

PSYCHOANALYSIS 


Through books and movies, millions are discovering that 
they have “unconscious minds” where strange impulses lurk, 
Getting rid of “repressions” may take years, cost thousands 


by FRANCIS SILL WICK WARE 


much maligned profession of psychoanal- 
s. It is part of the larger boom which 
simultaneously has engulfed the whole science 
of psychiatry, in which psychoanalysis is a spe- 
cial therapeutic technique, and which has made 
the 4,011 accredited psychiatrists about the 
most sought-after members of the entire medical 
profession. From the horde of outright psychot- 
ics who now occupy more than half of all the hos- 
pital beds in the country to the simple-minded 
folk who seek guidance and solace from the 
phony tea-leaf “psychiatrists” in Los Angeles 
and elsewhere, the story is the same—a mass de- 
mand for psychiatric help which has swamped 
facilities and practitioners alike, And of all psy- 
chiatrists, the comparative handful of analysts— 
there are only about 300—seem to be the most 
heavily besieged. 

In part this reflects the alarming prevalence 
of mental and emotional disorders in the popu- 
lation today; in part, it merely reflects the in-

crease in popular knowledge and acceptance of 
psychiatry, and especially psychoanalysis, as a 
cure. During the war millions of service per- 
sonnel had direct contact with psychiatry for the 
first time and large numbers of them received 
more or less elaborate sychiatric treatment. 
Meantime, a whole new literary genre became 
opular, with the learned Freudian and the ana- 
ytic couch as its symbols. Novels about mental 
illness (Private Worlds, The Crack-Up, Brain- 
storm, Snake Pit, etc.) were frequent. Hollywood 
quickly followed suit, and numbers of “big” pic- 
tures of late have had psychiatric overtones. In- 
deed, it is rare to find a Hollywood musical these 
days without some sort of pseudo-Freudian 
“dream sequence,” a convention dating from the 
huge success of Moss Hart’s Lady In The Dark, 
which concerned the efforts of a mixed-up editor 
of a fashion magazine to solve her difficulties 
through psychoanalysis. 
All this has happened quite suddenly. Several 
decades ago, to be sure, a few psychoanalytical

terms—notably ego and libido—were part of the 
vocabulary of the country-club set, and moralist 
were complaining that the loose conduct of the 
times was due to Sigmund Freud’s engaging 
theory that sex makes the world go ‘round a 
that it might be dangerous to harbor repressio: 
in this sphere. As fivesithe average man Ww 
concerned, however, psychoanalysis remaine 
dark science, with no apparent usefulness exc 
to the neurotic idle rich, and the strange ana: 
lytic jargon—including such terms as “encap. 
sulated trauma,” “free-floating anxiety neuro: 
sis,” and the famous “transference” —sound” 
like double talk. Yet it has been half a century| 
since Freud enunciated his theories in The Inter: 
pretation of Dreams, Totem and Taboo and. his 
other basic works, and nearly 40 years since 
these writings were translated into English by| 
Dr. A. A. Brill, the first Freudian disciple in 
America and still the ranking Freudian oracle in 
the profession, For that matter, although Freu: 
often is credited with being the discoverer of the|

unconscious mind,” the existence of this mys- 
erious repository of repressed desires and hid- 
jen memories was well known before his time. 

Schopenhauer, for exa observed that “In 

lhe resistance of the will against allowing what is 
istasteful to come into the illumination of the 
intellect lies the place where insanity can break 
to the mind.”” This comes very close to express- 
Ing the essence of what Freud later proved: that 
ertain memories and wishes, pushed out of the 
onseious mind because the individual cannot 
ndure them, are not thereby simply banished 
ut lie festering in the unconscious and produce 
‘mptoms of neurosis. 
‘The development of this concept—and later of 
)sychoanalysis—eame about in a simple, almost 
-asual way. Freud started hi a medical 
loctor in Vienna, then became engrossed in the 
tudy of mental disorders and went to Paris to 
un what he could from Charcot, the famed 
‘rench pathologist and hypnotist. Later he stud- 
1 with Charcot’s rival, Bernheim, at Nancy. 
fhe bizarre effects which these men obtained 
ith hypnosis impressed him deeply, and he was 
truck particularly with the fact that a hypno- 
1 person receiving a suggestion or command 
Il automatically act upon it after he comes out 
Hf the trance although he has no conscious recol- 
ction of any such suggestion. This clearly dem- 
strated the existence—and power—of what 
‘reud later called the unconscious. 

Back in his native Vienna, Freud experimented 
vith hypnosis but gradually abandoned it because 
ot many people make good subjects and because 
hen long continued it sometimes has unfortu- 
hate effects on the personality. In place of hyp- 
nosis he developed and substituted “free associa- 
ion.” At first he merely read a series of words 
nd asked the patient to repeat the first word

Freud’s basic concepts 


HE significant seraps which Freud assembled 

from his many patients in Vienna were the 
foundation of analysis. Some of his observations: 
@ A “normal” person does not . Every indi- 
idual has certain traits and ta nd_habits 
which differ from those of the majority. 
@ The difference between a“‘neurotic,” “queer” or 
mildly abnormal individual and an insane person 
is a matter of degree. Many people endure a more 
or less continuous conflict between reality and 
their private conceptions of reality. If as a result 
they are chronically unhappy, disturbed, uneasy 
oranxious, they are commonly called “neurotic.” 
Still, the neurotic is, say, 80% adjusted, and most 
of the time his difficulties are not apparent to the 
majority of “normal” people. But there are also 
advanced neurotics who are, say, only 40% or 
20% or 10% adjusted to reality. These people— 
the “insane,” or psychotic—simply reject reality 
and retreat into their own fantasies. 
@ Man’s educated, socially minded self —Freud’s 
term was superego—is perpetually at war with 
the primitive, lustful, murderous animal—the 
id—which lurks in the unconscious. Freud 
found murder buried under seemingly compan- 
ionable father-and-son relationships, incest ever

of children, The incestuous feelings he described 
with the general term Oedipus complex, after 
Oedipus, the character in Greek tragedy who 
killed his father and married his own mother, 

@ Dreams are skyrockets sent up by the uncon- 
scious. A dream is motivated by a conflict or 
problem, and the events of the dream represent 
an attempt by the unconscious to work out a 
solution. But dream images cannot be taken lit- 
erally, They are symbols—a dream of water may 
bolize a wish to return to the aquatic pe: 
of the womb, or a dream of horses may repr 
an unfulfilled sexual urge. Freud worked out a 
whole vocabulary of such symbols. 

@ Forgetfulness often is nothing of the sort. If 
you forget a name, it may mean that uncon- 
sciously you dislike or deprecate the person with 
that name. Similarly (according to Freud) if a 
husband keeps losing or forgetting the key to his 
home, it may mean that unconsciously he is un- 
happy there and doesn’t want to return, 

@ Human personality at any given age is the 
sum total of all experience that the individual 
has had up to that time. Prior to Freud, psychol- 
ogists tended to ignore childhood in the forma- 
tion of personality. Today psychoanalysis is 
largely devoted to explaining adult unhappiness 
in terms of infantile experiences. Freud saw the 
development of personality in terms of conflict 
and interaction between three forces—id, ego 
and superego. In the simplest form this conflict 
might be described as follows: 

1. The infant's basic animal desires—for eat- 
ing, warmth, being fondled and so on—consti- 
tute the id. While gratifying some of the id de- 
sires, the parents thwart others—the desire to 
eat too much candy, for instance. Furthermore, 
gratification may carry its own punishment: a

stoma che may follow candy-eating. Thus the child encounters 
conflict between his desires and reality. 

As the child grows older there develops a sense of self, the 
he child realizes that he is an individual and that in order to 
live at peace among other individuals he must make compromises. 
Thus his ego tries to control his id. But the id’s needs still demand 
satisfaction, An internal conflict goes on, with the ego gaining 
strength as the child grows older and wiser. 

3. Gradually the child learns to take not only a practical but a 
moral view of things. He absorbs the prevailing moral ideas of the 
adults around him; and stealing candy is punished not only by rep- 
rimand or spanking but also by twinges of his own conscience. 
This new element in himself i s the superego. It comes into con- 
flict with both the id and the ego. For example, the child wants 
candy, but not only is there someone around who will punish him 
if he takes it but he knows that he has already had as much candy 
as is good for him. Ego and superego therefore combine to frus- 
trate the id and he goes without the candy. One result of the de- 
velopment of the ego and superego is that an individual may get 
anxiety and guilt feelings not simply from what he does but from 
thinking about what he might do or would like to do. 

Freud thus maintained that in every neurosis some of the essen- 
tial roots are in childhood. He also insisted that sexual maladjust 
ments and frustrations invariably are to blame for them. Sexual 
impulses per se do not cause neurosis, in his opinion, but lead to 
trouble when they conflict with the taboos of the family and soci 
ety. Repressed sexual desires lying in the unconscious are often re- 
flected | ina taste for obscene literature and pictures and may even 
lead to participation in anti-vice movements. 

Few psychiatrists today would accept Freud’s theories about sex 
in toto, and a number of his early followers have challenged him on 
this score. Alfred Adler broke away and founded a new analytic 
school because he believed that the sex drive was less important 
than what he considered the universal impulse to prove superior- 
ity. Carl Jung attempted to minimize the role of sex and also 
quarreled with the Freudian method because it did not sufficiently 
emphasize hereditary factors in the development of pe: rsonality 
and because it failed to concentrate on the patient’ 
mediate problems. More recently Dr. Karen Horney, 
Our Inner Conflicts, Self-Analysis and The Neurotic Personality ¢ 
Our Time, caused a stir in psychiatric circles by resigning from the 
New York Psychoanalytic Society to form her own splinter group. 
Horney believes that Freud paid too little attention to environ- 
mental and sociological forces, which she feels are important

» process is to bring the patient to a recognition and evalua- 
of realities about himself, and these very often are none too 
pret From moment to moment,” one analyst comments, “the 
patient struggles with impulses to arrange and rearrange his words 
into pleasanter and more acceptable form—that is, into forms 
which are flattering to his own estimation of himself and to the 
impression he wants to mi the doctor’s assignment to see 
through these deceptions and force the patient to face the un- 
varnished truth. always creates a violent psychic turmoil, and 
during one phase of the analysis known as the “transference” the 
patient usually develops the most intense feelings toward the 
analyst—sometimes an almost infantile dependence but as often 
as not deep hostility. 

Aside from the unpleasantness, analysis is long and expensive. 
‘The average full analysis lasts about 18 months but may stretch 
out to five years or even longer and generally consists of five one- 
hour sessions per week. The fee ranges anywhere from $5 to $50 
an hour, with $10 or $15 perhaps the national average. These hi;

There is no trustworthy breakdown of the types of neurotics 
most frequently encountered in analytic practice, but among the 
leading groups are middle-aged men and women oppressed by a 
sense of futility and searching for some meaning in their liv 
men and women still in the grip of an Oedipus complex, and 
homosexuals of both sexes, usually persons who are unhappily 
married or involved in unsatisfactory heterosexual qalatiacships. 
‘The neurotic in any category may have only subjective symptoms 
of despair, chronic fatigue and anxiety, suppressed rage or a feel- 
ing of rejection and persecution. Or he may exhibit outward symp- 
toms such as alcoholism, phobias and compulsions, and particular- 
ly psychosomatic manifestations—physical disorders resulting 
from neurotic Even the physicians most hostile to the tenets 
and practices of psychiatry now concede that a great many cases 
of peptic ulcer, “heart trouble,” asthma, migraine, paralysis and 
other diseases resist all medical treatment but seem to clear up 
miraculously with psychiatric attention. 

Whatever the neurosis or the symptoms, the patient usually 
is a dejected creature when he final to the analyst. Before 
taking this step (on his own initiative or at the urging of relatives 
and friends or on the advice of his physician) he probably has 
tried to apply all sorts of external solutions to his problems. If his 
life situation makes it possible, he may change his job, divorce his 
wife, move to a different part of the country or whatnot, but in the 
end he discovers that he carries his troubles within himself and 
that he is merely beating the air by trying to project them onto out- 
side circumstances or the people around him, Or he may make

The case of J.A.L.

he would not have been much surprised to find the analyst wearin, 
the robes and peaked hat of the ancient court magicians or to en 
counter crystal balls and a stuffed crocodile in a dim, incensec 
place hung with purple velve it was, the analyst’s office was :

episode or some unbearable external situation. But J.A.L. rep 
ed no traumatic event, no sadistic boss, unfaithful wife, probl 
child; no menacing or frustrating circumstances. So it would 
the past—probably the very distant past—which would give 
solution. 

But the analyst did not attempt to turn J.A.L.’s thoughts ba 
ward. He encouraged him to allow them to move freely betwe 
the past and present. For weeks and months J.A.L. floundered 
a bewildering maze of unrelated recollections, seemingly too tri 
to mention, even though they held the analyst's close attentiq 
Sometimes bored, often resentful, J.A.L. groped and struggld 
As time went on and long-forgotten episodes began to emerge, 
had frequent lapses of memory, found that he was tongue-ti 

sed appointments, became offended by questions, flew | 


s, made wild accusations, reproached the analyst for “not 

anything.” It seemed to him, presently, that the analyst hii 
was to blame for his troubles, and he told him so. This 
some unaccountable reason the analyst seemed to find encour 
ing. Later J.A.L. was to learn that his struggle arose out of {| 
terrific resistance which he was putting up unconsciously agait 
bringing deeply buried memories to light for his own scrutiny, 
say nothing of revealing them to the analyst. 

‘One thing which baffled J.A.L. was the analyst’s insistence th 
he recall not merely events and people in the past, but the w 
he had felt about them. How could anyone do that? J.A.L. protestd 
And what was the point of it anyway? He was not much reconeil 
by the explanation that it is not enough merely to rememt 
things. Therapeutic results depend upon reliving the emotio| 
which had originally attended these forgotten experiences. Wh 
seems world-shaking to a child can be quite unimportant to 4 
adult, but disturbi motional experience of childhood is nj 
assimilated and viewed in proper perspective, it may distort t 
adult’s emotional life and help to produce neurosis. “Relivi 
these emotions in analysis makes it possible to revalue them, 


How the neurosis developed 


HE analyst sometimes used char 
levers to pry out material. Once, for example, J.A.L. remark 
that his son was about to take a school examination and added thi 
he hoped he wouldn’t be sick. “Why should he get sick?” t 
analys questioned, * “Oh, no reason, I don’t know why I said that 
J.A.L. answered. “But you must have meant something,” “tl 
yst persisted. "Why do you associate examinations with sic 
lowly, over the course of several sessions. . reveal 
that in spite of great success in college he had been subject to 
vague general feeling of anxiety much of the time and to rath 
intense anxieties whenever examinations or athletic contests we 
impending. Even when preparing for routine quizzes which | 
knew he could pass easily he was apt to develop indigestion, a1 
several times he had become violently ill, This led him to worry 
good deal about his health, althou, h it was, in fact, perfect. 
But such revelations obtained by chance were rare, and it w 
hy task to make J.A.L. “relive” the past. He claimed, f 
instance, that he couldn’t even remember what the members 
his family looked like, much less how they had behaved towa 
him and toward one another or how he had reacted. He again | 
gan to have lapses and periods of resistance and at one point a 
nounced that he was breaking off the analysis, actually stayi 
away for several weeks and returning only when his symptor 
(which had been subsiding) broke out again with their old vig¢ 
It was a slow labor of months to piece together a coherent sto 
of the early background of his illnes: 
J.A.L. had been one of four children, with two sisters and 01 
brother. The father was a gentle, amiable, vacillating sort w 
worried over the boys, while a domineering mother gave all her 
tention to the girls.” Toward husband and sons she had a belittlit 
attitude and never displayed any affection at all for J.A.L. So he ¢ 
veloped on the one hand an abiding resentment inst his moth 
and on the other an envy of his sisters, especially the elder, w' 
was the recipient of most of the mother’s affection. In early fi 
tasies, J.A.L. often imagined himselfagirland thus a suitable can 
date for his mother’s love. Healso built up an unusual rapport wi 
the elder sister, with strong incestuous fantasies, Eventually 
married her best friend. And by so doing he was actually mart 
ing a sister-substitute. His unconscious purpose was to chan 
plac es with the sister and thus at last to win his mother’s lov 
Prodded further, J.A.L. remembered that the onset of his sym 
toms seemed to be linked in time with the sudden death of the s

With the understanding and evaluation of the material from 
past, assisted by the analyst's interpretation, J.A.L. not only 
cured in the limited sense that he no longer was bothered by } 
symptoms, but actually commenced a new life, “freed from the t 
anny of the past,” in the phrase of the analyst. For example, 
relationship with his wife was established on a rational basis 
the first time when he came to realize that his imagined hatred 
her had no justification in fact, and that he simply had been usi 
her asa target of his stored-up mother resentments, plus the sup 
imposed masculine-feminine conflict. Seeing her now as a pers 
in her own right instead of as a neurotic figment, he discover 
that he actually loved her a great deal, and the marriage thereaf' 

v isfactory on both sides than it ever had bee 
similar improvement was noted in his work, in his genei 
relationships and in his ability to enjoy life. He became, in sho} 
a normally happy man.

But the importance of psychoanaly: 
grateful patients. Itis, rather, in the unique discoveries and observ 
tions about the nature of man which have been made in the cour 
of using the technique. These discoveries already have profound 
influenced human knowledge. Analytic lore conceivably can se 
so far down into lay consciousness that future generations of 
ents may rear generations of neurosis-free children by avoi 
the mistakes that plant the origins of neurotic trends. If so, the
